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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Not all of the claims are entitled to the priority 
date of 60/462353. Specifically, claim 2 has the limitation of single period, bi-periodic, multi-periodic, or non-periodic structures that was 
not disclosed in 60/462353. Claim 3 depends from claim 2. Claim 24 has the limitation 'root mean square error' that was not disclosed in 
60/462353. Claim 35 has the limitation 'latent image diffraction structures' that was not disclosed in 60/462353. Claim 36 depends from 
claim 35. Claim 40 has the limitation of 'measuring overtime the variability' that was not disclosed in 60/462353. Claims 41-42 depend 
from claim 40. And claim 43 has the limitation 'exposing a plurality of diffraction structures in a field on a series of wafers with the 
lithography device' that was not disclosed in 60/462353. Claims 44-77 depend from claim 43. Therefore, claims 2, 3, 24, 35, 36, 40-77 
are not entitled to the priority date of 60/462353. So Littau et al. (6,429,930) still qualifies under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) for these claims.
